The governor and the ex-governor spent 
all the time at their command—both were in 
a hurry—talking of plans to head off the 
joint statehood enabling act, but would not 
make any statement concerning them. 

The two commented with satisfaction on 
the stand taken by Gen. Lew Wallace, who 
said that he would do everything in his 
power in the interest of single statehood 
for each of the territorics. Gen. Lew Wal- 
lace was formerly governor of New Mexico 
and will probably be asked to appear before 
hey senatorial committee that now has the

When O’Brien was sentenced o Cayenne 
for life for the murder of Kid = Waddell, 
a fellow confidence man, in a Paris hotel, he 
closed a career of crime. that for years 
damed the efforts of the best detectives on 
two continents. 

He organized the confidence business thirty 

ago and reduced it to such a system 
that he became knowWn over the world as 
the ing of bunko men.“ O’Brien not only 
worked confidence games himself but di- 
rected dozens of other crooks in nearly all 
the large cities. He dressed like a prosperous 
business man and wore long whiskers. He 
was in close touch with politicians in every 
city where he operated.

terest on the amount it proposed to award 
for that time, which’ should be added to the 
judgement.. “There is no doubt,” he said, 
“that injured persons should have interest 
for their lost time, just as well as the suitor 
for a debt, but I think that juries should con- 
sider that question in arriving ata verdict." 


Judge Carter for Interest Law. 


Judge Orrin N. Carter, though he does not 
hear damage suits, was interested in the 
movement to revise tho statute, and said: 

„1 think it would be perfectly feasible to 
have a law which would provide for the 
payment of interest. on judgments rendered 
in damage suits, either from the time the 
injury was sustained or from the time the 
judgment was first entered. Of course, the 
interest should be upon the amount which is 
settled upon finally, because it often happens 
that the original judgment is increased or 

by quite a considerable amount. 
The matter is one for the lawyers, and it 
would seem to me that such a law to apply 
to all damage suits would be equitable. Cer- 
tainly the present law works hardships in a 
number of cases, and whether they be the 


majority of cases or not I do not know.” 


Judge Tuthill Discusses Case. , 
Judge R. . Tuthill thought remedial legis- 
lation should be passed. He sald: In the case 
of suits in chancery for money due, interest 
can be collected from the time the case 
accrués, that is, from the time the note or 
account is due. I can hardly say at this time 
whether the law is equitable or not, though 
in the case of Rudnik, and in some others 
perhaps ‘of a. similar sort, it would seem as 
if an injustice had been worked, unless in- 
deed the jury had not taken into considera- 
tion the delay in rendering the verdict which 
was finally sustained.“ 


State Legislators Favor Change. 
Among the legislators who expressed an 
opinion was Senator Chester W. Church. He 
: “It certainly is not equitable for a per- 
son to lose the interest on his judgment in a 
case where he is suing for a personal injury 
sustained, while the man who sues to re- 
cover judgment on a note shall get interest 
from the time the note is due. Damage is 
sustained by the man injured as well as by 
the man who loses his money, and I can’t see 
the fairness of discriminating between them. 
I think that a remedial measure to right this 
wrong would receive the support of the Cook 
county members of the legislature. I believe 
that if the corporations knew they had to 
pay interest on judgmente from the time the 
injury was sustained they would be less in- 
clined to seek every avenue of delay, as they 
now do.“ 
State Senator Albert C. Clark said: “I

Interest Demanded by Justice. 
The law State Senator Juul refused to dis- 
cuss, but concerning the equity he said: “‘ As 
a matter of equity, Ice nly should support 
a measure that would vide for the pay- 
ment of interest to the poor fellow who sus- 
tains injuries through no fault of his own. 
The money is due the moment the injury is 
inflicted. Of course, I should say it would 
be only fair to have it provided in the law 
that the interest. should be paid in case the 
delays of litigation are noc caused by the 
complainant, for otherwise he might throw 
obstacies in the way of settlement in order to 
plle up the interest. 

State Representative John P. McGoorty, a 
lawyer, favored the proposition. He said: 
“ As a matter of abstract right and justice, I 
favor the proposition unreservedly. I can- 
not say offhand, however, whether it would 
be good law. It is an interesting and timely 
subject and one that deserves investigation.“ 

John W. Hill, another state representative, 
favored the passage of a new judgment law. 
“The only question in my mind.“ he said, 
1 bes whether the law providing that interest 

a damage award should date from time 
4 the injury would be applicable in all cases. 


At present it must be admitted that lack of 
such a law uently works a hardship on 
the plaintiff.’

“THOSE REPUDIATED STATE BONDS. 

The sdbject of repudiated state debts has 
recalled during the year by the decision 
of thé Supreme court forcing North Carolina 
to pap of South Dakota some 
$27,000 on bonds which the former had re- 
pudiated:many years ago. Now the subject 
is‘again Groaght up in connection with the 
arbitration’ tfeatfes Which this country is 
about to en With othe? nations. It is feared 
fhe representatives of some of the 
ern states will oppose the ratification 
Of the’ treiities unless a clause is inserted 
that the subject of state obli- 
gations ill not be referred to international 
arbitration... Iti is diMenlt.to see how the 
sthtes wil! be any more liable for 
vo debts after the treaties are 


Wed than berore. But the recent decision 
thes Sanreme. edurt has evidently. awak- 
Twenty years ago the amount of the repu- 
diated--hofids of nine goutkern states was 
estimated 3290,89 000. The interest 
since then would amount to an equal sum. 
No private person who holds any of these 
bonds “is able to bring legal action against 
the states which issued them.

MONROE DOCTRINE.” 

In Wiscussing the Monroe doctrine last 
week Huhn Root sad: 
We do not undertake to say that the republics of 
South and Central America are to be relieved of 
their international obligations, or that the powers 
of Europ@ shall not undertake to enforce their 
rights. It ‘is only when the enforcement of these 
rights comes to the point of taking territory that 
we say that iis inconsistent with the peace and 
safety of the United States. And at the same time 
we.say te the powers of the world, you shall 
not push ‘remedies for- wrong against. these 
republics to the’ point of cecupying their territory, 
we are dopnd to say that whenever that 
cannot be otherwise redressed, we ourselvés w 
see that jt is redressed. i 

Santo Domingo and Hayti are gonfessed- 
ly indifferent to international * 
This may be because of ignorance or because 
the revolutionary chiefs who succeed one 
another in office believe that the United 
States will not permit European nations to 


deal harshly with them, no matter what of- 


tens es they may commit. That was the view 
President Castro took of the Monroe doc- 
trine when European ultimatums were 
The position of the United States as de- 
scribed by Mr. Root is simple. If Great 
Britain and Germany have what the United 
States admits to be just reason to complain 
of a violation of international law by Santo 
Domingo, they are at liberty to go to war 
with that country jointly or separately to 
obtain redress. They may send fleets to 
blockade ports and bombard fortifications. 
They may capture or sink any Dominican 
vessels they find. They may stop exports 
and imports, thus harming Dominicans and 
‘the foreigners who trade with them. ‘ 
Ik by these means they can induce a.Do- 
minican government to agree to pledge cus- 
toms receipts for the payment of just obli- 
gations the American government will re- 
cord no protest. | 
Suppose these methods are ineffective. 
Under ordinary circumstances the Euro- 
pean belligerent would land.an army, would 
seize the ports, would follow up the Domini- 
can armies and rout them. If that did not 
produce results it would say, “ Here I am, 
and here I shall stay until I get complete 
satisfaction.” But the United States will 
not permit that to be done in the case of: 
Santo Domingo, though it had no objection 
as to Egypt. The armed occupation of the 
West Indian territory would be a menace to 
the peace and safety of this country. 1 5 
So, as Mr. Root says, whén the wrong 
cannot be redressed otherwise than by the 
occupation of territory, the United States 
will see that the wrong is redressed. It is 
in honor bound to do that. [If it forpid Eu- 
ropean nations the resort to the final rem- 
edy for the rédress of grievances, it must 
‘compel the Dominicans to pay the bill, even: 
if that would necessitate the occupation of 
their territory and the management of their 
affairs for a. considerable time. | 
It is important that Haytians and Domin- 
jeans should be made to understand pre- 
cisely what the Monroe doctrine means as 
far as they are concerned. It protects them 
absolutely when they are in the right. When 
they are in the wrong it guarantees them 
against becoming the subjects of a foreign 
power, but makes the United States tem- 
porarily their master. When all this shall 
become clear to Haytians and Dominicans 
they may behave more decently than they 
do. Then it probably never will be necessary 
for European nations to go to the expense 
of sending fleets to the West Indies on debt 
collecting errands, an expense they gladly 
will forego. Americans, for their part, will 
be better pleased if the fleets keep away. 
If there should be many visitations of that 
kind they would reach the conclusion that 
it would be better for the United States to 
discipline the offending American republic 
before matters had reached the stage of 
fleets and blockades. 


THE PRESIDENTS SMOKE NUISANCE. 
Unalloyed happiness is to be found no- 
where—not even in‘the White house. Pres- 
ident Reosevelt complains of the smoke 
nuisance and demands that the Washington 
authorities suppress it. There is an electric 
light plant near the White house ‘which 
smokes villainously, emitting “ dense clouds 
of black smoke” to the great discomfort of 
all who live in the vicinity. Chicagoans 
who see daily many chimneys of that kind 
sympathize with the president. If he has 
suffered, they have suffered more, as he will 
see for himself if he shall come here to the 
opening of the postoffice building. 
There are anti-smoke laws in the District 
of Columbia. The district is governed by 
comutissioners who are appointed and re- 
moved by the president. They have been 
told by the president’s private secretary 
that it may be wise to act vigorously—to 
proceed criminally against the officers of the 
electric light company if it can be done, and 
arrest them again and again until the nul- 
sance shall cease. The commissioners are 
told that if there be no law for this they 
should recommend the enactment of a law. 
Chicagoans will watch with interest the 
progress of the conflict between the pres- 
ident and the chimney. If it shall turn ont 
that the president of the United States is 
unable to abate a nuisance at his own door 
Chicagoans will ire up hope ard resign 
themselves to a smoky atmosphere. But if 
through the arrest of the officers of the of- 
fending company or in some other legal way 
the nuisance shall be abated. Chicagoans 
may feel that there fs a faint hope for them 
if they can get a mayor who is as strenuous 
as their president. 


THE SITUATION IN MOROCCO. 

The ratificatica early this month of the 
Anglo-French agreement makes France the 
arbiter of the destinies of Morocco. The 
future of that extensive territory, with its 
fruitful soil and rich mineral deposits, has 
been determined. It is to be a part of the 
African empire of France, an empire all 
the more worth having because it will be a 
consolidated one. British, German, and 
Portuguese possessions are disunited, while 


ern portions are only two 


French ports,

ho soon France will assert her rights 
actively, She would prefer to move slowly 
and to rule the country as long as possible 
through an obedient native ruler, There 
would be less likelihood of trouble with an 
ignorant and fanatical population that can 
easily be stirred up-to a religious war. It 
may be necessary, however, for France to 
intervene sooner than she anticipated. 

The sultan, who was a young man when 
he came to the throne, showed himself 
amenable to European influences. He had 
European, advisers who drilled his army. 
Inventions such as bicycles and automobiles 
appealed to him strongly. He became in- 
terested in photography. He did a number 
of things which gave some of his suspicious 
subjects who hate foreigners an impression 
that he was a poor Mohammedan and there 
fore not fit to govern them. This impression 
was the chief cause of the formidable insur- 
rection which broke out last year, and which 

at one time came near dethroning the sultan. 
‘Presumably the Anglo-French agreement 
as to the future of his dominions bas irri- 
tated the sultan. He has dismissed his 
French and other military advisers and has 
indicated in other ways that the French 
program displeases him. All French and 
British officials and citizens have been di- 
rected by their respective governments to 
leave Fes, the capital, and betake them- 
selves to Tangier, on the coast, where they 
will be in safety. Apparently there is a 
fear lest the sultan or the populace may lay 
hands on them. 8 
France has had long and costly experi- 
ence in Algeria with the fanatical tribes- 
men of that country. She will not court 
war with those of Morocco who are more to 
be feared than what the sultan calls his reg- 
ular army, which consists of only about 
3,000 men. The French can occupy all the 
seaports with ease, and they have 50,000 
men in Algeria, most of whom are available 
for service in Morocco, but that country has 
an area of 219,000 square miles and is with- 
out roads. It will take many campaigns to 
reduce to peace the nomadic tribes of the 
interior, 

The French government will greatly pre- 
fer to have the sultan yield to his fate and 
consent to reign as a vassal of France, 
obedient to the will of French advisers.

the first Napoleon, who both as first consul 
and as emperor was wont to review there 
weekly those regiments which made Hurope 
tremble, and in particular the old guard 
which he so repeatedly led to victory. The 
figure of the small man in his severely plain 
uniform, all the more conspicuous by reason 
of thé gorgeousness of his staff, and with the 
red ribbon of the Legion of Honor as his only 
decoration, passing in front of the serried 
ranks of the veterans of his guard, remains 
so firmly impressed upon the imagination of 
the French people, despite dynastic and con- 
stitutional changes, that it may be said to 
haunt the Place du Carrousel : 

When Napoleon attained supreme power 
he found the ground between the Tuileries 
and the Louvre covered with a mass of 
houses, offices, a church or two, and even a 
theater. There was a small square in the 
midst called Place du Carrousel, because 
Louis XIV. had given a tournament there in 
honor of Mile. de La Valltere, and during the 
days of the terror the guillotine raised there 
its ominous arme—just where the arch stands 
-—until the Place de la Revolution, now 
known as the Place de la Concorde, was 
found to offer larger capacity for gratifying 
the sanguinary appetite of the mob. 

It was in this maze of buildings formerly 
occupying the actual Place du Carrousel that 

Marie Antoinette lost her way on 
the fateful night when, under the guidance 
of her devoted cavalier, Count Fersen, she 
fied with the king and her two children from 
the Tuileries, only to be pecaptured at Var- 
ennes and brought back to Paris to meet 
with her death on the scaffold. 

Napoleon, when he took up his residence 
at the Tuileries, at once resolved upon mak- 
ing a clearance of the whole rookery of shab- 
by buildings at his gates, and the explosion 
of an infernal machine in the Rue St. Nicaise 
as the result of a conspiracy against his life 
hatched in these slums hastened the execu- 
tion of his project. He swept all the mean 
looking buildings away, and thus created the 
immense place—adorned only with the arch 


petuate the memory of his campaigns—on 
which, framed as it was by the Tulleries 
and the Louvre, he was wont to review his

| THE CHILDREN DURING SECOND | 
| _ BY ROBERT HARVEY, M. n. 


BOUT the twelfth month the average 
healthy child is taking whole milk or 
that which is slightly modified, beef 
juice, orange juice, soda and graham 
crackers, toast, crusts of bread, oat- 

meal or barley gruel, and occasionally a 

piece of fat bacon. 

The diet can now be gradually and slowly 
increased by adding broths, soups, beef tea, 


with stale }read crumbs, thin oatmeal with 
cream and sugar. It is also well to let a 
child have a chicken or chop bone, from 
which all of the meat has been removed. 
While it gets no nourishment from this, there 
is a certain amount of salts which are use- 
ful and it creates a taste for food which 


#00n must be given. 


In speaking of beef juice, do not think 
that beef tea is meant. Beef juice is made 
from common round steak, from which all 
fat has heen removed. It first should be 


it is the better. The juice from this ts ex- 
tracted with a meat press after it has been 
eut into squares, and if it is to be given warm 
the press and the cup into which it flows 
must be heated, If it is to be used cold it 
should stand in the ice box until ready, then 


‘fat. Never heat after it is cooled. A small 
amount of salt should be added. The juice 


|} of half a pound of beef should be given daily. 


Water is an important element in the diet 
and should never be given with ice in it. At 
this age water at the temperature of the 
room is about right. Do not think that be- 
cause a child is drinking fhiik it needs no 
water. 

— 

In Chicago one cannot use with safety the 
err water. The best substitute is pure 
spring water. Next to this one of the dis- 
tilled waters, If neither of these is used, boll 
and filter water from the tap. 

From the twelfth to the eighteenth month 
five feedings in twenty-four hours are re- 
quired; the amount of food forty to fifty 
ounces, making eight to ten ounces to a feed- 
ing. The feedings should be at least three 
hours apart. During the night no food should 
be given, but a glass of milk can be given 
at 10 o'clock at night if the child is hungry. 

It is well to vary the diet from day to day. 
For instance, in place of giving an egg every 
day, every other day is much better. On 
the alternate days, give an extra custard or 
some food that will break the monotony. The 
following is a sample diet between the 
twelfth and eighteenth months: 

Breakfast—Two tablespoonfuls thin oat- 
meal porridge, with two tablespoonfuls of 
cream and sugar to taste; a strip of fat 
bacon, a small plece of toast, eight ounces 
of milk. 

10:30 a. m.—ight ounces of milk, with bar- 
ley or oatmeal water, if the milk is to be 
modified. 

Dinner—Bread with beef tea; boiled rice. 
with cream: eight ounces of milk, one table- 
spoonful of baked apple. 

8:80 p. m.—Same as 10:80 a. m. 

Supper—Juice of half a pound of bear. with 


| soda cracker: eight to ten ounces of milk.

One must remember | that in giving a diet 
Ust for a child of this age small quantities 
are used at first. For instance, with the 
bacon, for the first few weeks that it is used 
it is customary tp simply let the child chew 
the piece without swallowing it, and with 
the boiled rice with cream one starts with 
only a teaspoonful or so. Often it happens 
that a child will not take some of these ar- 
ticles of food until they have been repeatedly 
tried, or, perhaps, seasoned differently. 

From the eighteenth to the twenty-fourth 
month we can begin giving scraped roast 
beef, steak, finely chopped chicken or fish, 
baked potato with butter or beef juice, 
cereals of all kinds; bread and butter, the 
ripe fruits in season, such as apples, peaches, } 
pears, grapes, and oranges. Stewed prunes 
and baked apple can be given at any time 
after the first year in moderate quantities.

Some children a in the middle of the 
afternoon or about 10 o'clock at night an 
extra glass of milk, but at this age four 
regular meals are usually siffictent because 
the diet has so many more articles 
added to it. 

During the second year of ute the diet is 
of as much importance as during the first 
year, and the popular dread of the second 
summer in a child's life is probably due 
much to the fact that at this age the 
child oftén is given foot unsuited to its di- 
gestion. The fact that some children thrive 
on almost any kind of food is no reason why 
it should be allowed to have it, for it is 
overtaxing its digestion, and sooner or later 
the results of this overexertion on the part 
of the digestive system will evidence itself. 

Milk is the most important part of the 
diet during the second year. While often- 
times it can be given full strength, it is some- 
times advisable to modify it slightly by add- 
ing one part of barley or oatmeal water to 
three parts of milk, and unless the milk is 
rich it is better to add a little cream, which 
is the best form of fat to give children.

Parents often think that because candy or 
sweets are agreeable to themselves their 
children will receive the same pleasure in 
eating the same articles. While this may 
be true, bread and butter with jelly, a plain 
piece of sponge cake or lady finger with 
their meals will do them just as well, and. 
during the second year po candy should be 
given, as children at this age get all the 
sweets they need in the sugar with their 
food, After the second year the best can- 
dies to give are plain molasses, stick candy, 
and chocolate, and these should be used only 
at meal times and then in place of a dessert. 
After a child has had a full meal it should 
not be allowed to have all the candy it can 
eat, as is often done. 

All candy should be given under the super- 
vision of the parent, as the market is flooded 
with cheap; adulterated candy, which is sold 
to children going to kindergarten and school 
and eaten between meals. Most of the cases 
of indigestion, billousness, and loss of appe- 
tite can be traced to the use of these can- 
dies between meals. If a child is eating at 
all hours of the day, at meal time it cannot 
be expected to have an eppetite, and if a 
child gets into the habit of eating sweets 
it will not eat the ordinary plain food it 
should have.
